Funded by the resources of 
William H. Donner in 1932, and 
renamed in 1962, Independence 
Foundation since 1951 has 
regularly granted more and 
higher amounts of scholarship 
aid and other funds to indepen- 
dent secondary education than 
any other foundation.

Maes once noted that when the 
initial scholarship fund grants 
were being planned, ‘‘one of the 
Directors remarked that we 
might be doing no more than 
‘tossing a pebble into a pond.’ To- 
day, looking back over the 25- 
year history of the program, we 
have many reasons to believe 
that the ripples have spread.’’ He 
described the ripple effect of the 
scholarship grants upon the par- 
ticipating schools: ‘Generally, 
they have intensified their search 
for talented students from all 
levels of the economic and social 
scale; they have enlarged their 
student aid programs well 
beyond the magnitude of the 
Foundation’s support, and they 
have experienced increases in 
gift support for all purposes.”

Faced with the fact the enrollment’s declining and 
will probably continue to do so, the committee’s major 
function will be to provide that so-called quality educa- 
tion, at a minimum cost to the taxpayers. 

The task is not an easy one. 

Emotion will, no doubt, be a major factor in some 
considerations. 

We have seen evidence of that already. 

When the word went out that closing of the Shawsheen 
school was contemplated, there was the anticipated out- 
cry from those parents whose children attend the 
Shawsheen school. 

One must bear in mind that there was little commen- 
tary or feeling from parents in other school 
neighborhoods. 


This is something that the special committee will 
have to consider when making their evaluations and 
study of the overall school population in relation to 
school plant. 


We are not about to advocate, at this point, the closing 
down of any school building. But, if it becomes 
economically feasible to move in that direction, then it 
must become a vital consideration. 

The committee makeup seems to be one which will 
provide the town with a good evaluation of the school 
plant problem as it relates to declining enrollments. 

There are representatives from all areas of town, as 
well as educators and administrators to be named to the 
committee at the first May meeting of the school com- 
mittee. 


We trust that their judgment, after careful examina- 
tion of the problems facing Andover, will be drained of 
emotion, sprinkled heavily with sensible evaluation of 
the town’s needs, providing a proper course for the 
school committee to follow for the next several years.

Local calling service in An- 
dover is by no means limited as 
Mr. Hatherley asserts. 

Andover’s 7600 residential 
customers can dial toll-free the 
following exchanges: Andover, 
Lawrence and North Reading. 
This local calling area includes 
approximately 60,000 telephones 
and all for a monthly service 
charge of $9.37 (private line) — 
hardly excessive. 

For those Andover customers 
who find their calling needs re- 
quire a larger toll-free area, Bay 
State Service and/or Expanded 
Community Calling (ECC) is 
offered as optional services. 

Bay State Service provides un- 
limited calling within the basic 
telephone exchange area plus 
two hours of cumulative conver- 
sation time each month on dialed 
calls to all Massachusetts ex- 
changes served by New England 
Telephone. The monthly charge 
in Andover is $20.30 and applies 
any time except 7 a.m. to noon on 


weekdays. 
The other optional service — 
ECC — offers Andover 


customers for an additional $1.00, 


per month one hour of 
cumulative message time per 
month, except between 9 a.m. 
and noon weekdays, on dialed 
calls to Lowell and Wilmington, 
adding some 64,000 telephones to 
the toll-free calling area.

Study Charges 


Justice Didn’t Really Probe 


Into M.L. King Assassination 


by Jack Anderson

WASHINGTON -- Last Janu- 
ary, a Justice Dept. task force 
completed a review of the 
Martin Luther King assassina- 
tion. The task force concluded 
that James Earl Ray “was the 
assassin” and that “he acted 
alone.” 

But meanwhile, the House 
Assassinations Committee con- 
ducted a secret study of the 
task force report. The findings 
are summarized in a sizzling, 
16-page analysis. We have ob- 
tained one of the restricted 
copies, and we think the public 
is entitled to know what it says. 

The House study charges 
that the Justice Dept. really in- 
vestigated itself, that it upheld 
its own findings of nine years 
ago; that it didn’t conduct a 
réal investigation but merely 
reviewed the existing paper- 
work. 

It would be an enormous 
task, according to the analysis, 
to determine whether King 
was the victim of a conspiracy. 
Yet the task force didn’t hire a 
single investigator. Instead, the 
task force relied upon five at- 
torneys, two researchers, two 
secretaries and two clerk- 
typists. 

James Earl Ray visited 19 
cities and five foreign countries 
during the year he gunned 
down the Rev. Martin Luther 
King Jr. Yet the task force 
didn't bother to interview more 
than 30 people. The House 
study claimed this hardly 
scratched the surface 

The task force conceded that 
it had unearthed some new in- 
formation. Yet -this was 
covered in one lone sentence. 
The new information was 


never spelled out. Yet the task 
force described in dreary 
detail how long King spent in 
different rooms in the Lorraine 
Motel where he spent his final 
hours. 

The task force stated flatly 
that Ray acted alone yet he ex- 
changed rifles in Birmingham. 
And he was quoted as saying 
his brother didn’t like the first 
rifle. Another witness quoted 
him as saying he was waiting 
for money from his brother. 
Ray told still another witness 
that he was going to visit a 
brother in Birmingham. 

Ray's motive for killing 
King, the task force suggests, 
was hatred for blacks. Yet Ray 
worked with 22 blacks in a 
Winnetka, fll. restaurant for 
seven weeks. He also took or- 
ders from a black boss who, ac- 
cording to the House study, 
“wasn't an easy man to get 
along with.” 

The secret analysis found 
many other discrepancies in 
the task force report. Mean- 
while, House investigators are 
going ahead with their own in- 
vestigation. They have started 
interviewing witnesses who 
should have been questioned 
nine years ago but, for some 
reason, were not. 

International Spies: Inside 
the gray filing cabinets that 
line government offices are 
literally millions of secret 
dossiers compiled on U.S.

however, freely slips informa- 
tion about Americans to police 
depts. not only in this country 
but abroad. Those dossiers are 
passed in direct defiance of the 
Congress and the law. The 
organization responsible is In- 
terpol -- the international 
police organization featured in 
cloak-and-dagger tales. 

Interpol is a private, Paris- 
based group that operates in 
more than 125 nations. It sup- 
posedly serves as a 
clearinghouse of information 
on international criminal ac- 
tivity. But the organization is 
not as innocent as it may seem. 

Interpol actually rose from 
the ashes of European fascism. 
The organization has an exten- 
sive Nazi history, which agents 
have spent the better part of 30 
years trying to hide. 

We have also linked Interpol 
with illegal tactics of both the 
CIA anc the Drug Enforce- 
ment Agency. in testimony 
before Congress, the U.S. head 
of Interpol claimed that his 
organization never crossed 
paths with the CIA because In- 
terpol is not in the intelligence- 
gathering business. 

But recently, a private 
organization filed a suit in 
federal court to force the CIA 
to open up its files on Interpol. 
Claiming national security 
problems, the CIA refused to 
release the files because “dis- 
closure of the documents 
would reveal that the govern- 
ment had cooperated with In- 
terpol in the collection of in- 
telligence.” 

The U.S. government pro- 
vides Interpol with a national 
office at the Treasury building 
in Washington. ‘The govern- 
ment also pays annual dues 
amounting to $138,000 and pro- 
vides hundreds of thousands of 
dollars to Interpol for informa- 
tion services.

“unconventional” natural gas. 

This gas is trapped in under- 
ground rock formations, in coal 
deposits and in the tight sands 
of the Rocky Mountains. It 
would cost billions, of course, to 
extract the trapped gas. Some 
of the underground rock, for 
example, would have to be 
fractured. 

The government is now 
studying the pros and cons of 
developing this unconventional 
gas. The secret project is 
known as MOPPS. This stands 
for Market Oriented Program 
Planning Study. 

Last Friday, officials of the 
Energy, Research and 
Development Administration 
met secretly at a downtown 
motel to review the prelimin- 
ary findings. They concluded 
that the cost of squeezing this 
gas out of the rock, coal and 
sand would be prohibitive at 
today’s energy prices. 

But they conceded that un- 
conventional gas would 
become more attractive as the 
price of conventional gas soars. 
A continuing price rise is now 
considered likely. So the secret 
study group is trying to work 
out cost estimates. This will 
determine whether the govern- 
ment will go after all that trap- 
ped gas. 

Arms for Panama: The 
United States and Panama are 
engaged in sensitive negotia- 
tions over the Panama Canal. 
Panamanian strongman Omar 
Torrijos has threatened 
violence if the canal itsn’t 
turned over to his country. 

Intelligence reports warn 
that Torrijos is trying to beef 
up his military might. Yet, he 
has been getting military 
equipment from the United 
States. 

Late last year, four armored 
cars were secretly unloaded in 
Panama. They were 
purchased from an American 
company, Cadillac Gage, with 
State Dept. approval. Now 
we've just learned that a dozen 
additional armored cars have 
been delivered to Panama 
within the past month.

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Economic Recovery Gaining Strength 


New England’s economic 
recovery gathered strength in 
February as the effects of 
January’s cold weather subsided, 
according to the Federal Reserve 
Bank of Boston. Employment, 
average hours worked and 
manufacturing output all in- 
creased sharply in February in 
New England, according to the 
Bank’s New England Economic 
Indicators. 


New England’s nonagricultural 
payroll employment increased by 
20,400 jobs during February to 
total 4,808,500, seasonally ad- 
justed. This was 2.2 percent more 
jobs than February 1976 — en- 
couraging evidence that the 
region’s economy is continuing to 
improve. Most of the employ- 
ment gains in February occurred 
in nonmanufacturing activities 
which provided 18,000 more jobs 
than in January. Manufacturing 
employment increased by 2,400 
jobs in February with small 
gains in nondurable-goods 
employment more than offset- 
ting some reductions in the 
durable-goods sector. Over the 
year, however, the durable-goods 
industries added nearly 31,000 to 
their workstaffs compared to an 
expansion of less than 5,000 jobs 
at nondurable-goods plants. The 
marked growth of nondurable- 
goods employment from reces- 
sion lows during’ the early 
months of the recovery period is 
tapering off. 

The New England unemploy- 


ment rate, on a seasonally ad- 
justed basis, declined to 7.3 per- 
cent in February from 7.6 per- 
cent in January and 9.6 percent a 
year ago, according to estimates 
based on data supplied by state 
employment security agencies. 
Nationally the unemployment 
rate rose in February to 7.5 per- 
cent from 7.3 percent a month 
earlier. The U. S. Department of 
Labor noted that nearly all of the 
national rise in unemployment in 
February reflected increased 
layoffs, probably the result of 
energy shortages. New England 
was not as severely affected by 
energy-related problems as 
many other parts of the country. 
Current estimates of regional un- 
employment should be viewed 
with caution since problems con- 
tinue to be associated with es- 
timating techniques. 

The sharp rebound of the 
average workweek of New 
England factory production 
workers in February provided 
substantial evidence that the 
slowing down in the rate of 
recovery during January was 
related more to bad weather than 
to weakness developing develop- 
ing in the economy. New 
Englanders engaged in manufac- 
turing production worked an 
average of 40.4 hours in February 
compared with 39.4 hours in 
January and 40.1 hours a year- 
earlier. The snap-back in the 
workweek at New England fac- 
tories was similar to the national 
experience.

New England manufacturing 
production in February averaged 
111 percent of the 1967 base 
period, up from 109 percent in 
January and 106 percent in 
February 1976, according to the 
Federal Reserve Bank of 
Boston’s New England produc- 
tion index. The preliminary 
February production index 
climbed back to the highest level 
of any month in the recovery 
period. Revised estimates for 
December and January revealed 
that the production cutbacks in 
January were not as large as the 
preliminary data had indicated. 
The expasnded workweek es- 
pecially in durable-goods produc- 
tion centers contributed to a 
better than average output gain 
for durable goods, particularly 
the fabricated metals, 
machinery and _ transportation 
equipment industries. 

Construction activity in New 
England during February con- 
tinued to be plagued by the un- 
usually severe winter weather. 
Residential and nonresidential 
construction contracts awarded 
declined substantially from 
January levels. The value of 
residential contracts awarded 
was Slightly higher than in 
February 1976, but was well 
below the year-to-year gain 
registered for such awards 
nationally. A bright spot in the 
construction field was provided 
by a large increase in contracts 
awarded in New England . for 


such “‘nonbuilding’’ projects as

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Mini-White House A Long-Time Dream 


The fascinating replica of the 
White House, to be exhibited at 
Horticultural Hall, Boston, April 
30 through May 8, iS a dream 
come true for its creator John 
Zweifel of Orlando, Fla. 

Many years ago, Zweifel 
toured the White House in 
Washington, D. C., seeing only 
the five rooms allowed on the 
tour. Like the millions of other 
Americans who have seen the 
Mansion, he wondered about the 
other rooms of the building. 

But unlike the others, Zweifel 
was a skilled artist — a man call- 
ed the ‘‘King of the Miniaturists’’ 
by the late Walt Disney. He saw 
the White House as a symbol of 
America and became determined 
to bring it to the people. 

In 1961, he approached the 
Kennedy family with his dream. 


Convinced of his sincerity, the

family permitted him into rooms 
never before seen by the general 
public. 


Working with hfe, Jan. Zweifel 
collected photographs, made 
countless sketches and floor 
plans — finally accumulating 
more than 300 files! 

The husband-wife team started 
recreating the building in a 60- 
foot long miniature, working 
with complete attention to 
minute detail and an unrelenting 
drive for perfection. Wood iden- 
tical to each original was used. 
Colors were matched exactly and 
applied with tiny brushes. 

Mrs. Zweifel created carpeting 
in precise duplication of each 
original, using an intricate petit 
point process. She also tied 
minute bedspread tassels, 
fabricated draperies and chair 
covers — all the size of a half 
dollar! 

Indicative of their attention to 
detail is the fact that many times 
up to 40 legs were carved to com- 
plete four perfectly matching

legs for a table. The intricate 
rosewood table in the Lincoln 
Bedroom took more than 150 
hours! 

Throughout the White House 
replica, Zweifel installed 
thousands of tiny light bulbs 
which actually illuminate the 
rooms. The electrical wiring is 
fine as thread. Burned out bulbs 
often take as long as four hours to 
replace. 

The elegant chandeliers were 
duplicated with tiny hand-blown 
glass crystals, requiring over 100 
hours to complete, and the tiny 
stemware for the State Dining 
Room was created by the same 
process. 

In all, Zweifel, his wife and 
volunteer helpers spent over 200,- 
000 manhours shaping $350,000 in 
materials into a lasting and fully 


dimensional documentation of 
the White House. 

The replica is now on national 
tour. The exhibit at Horticultural 
Hall, sponsored by the Mass. 
Horticultural Society, is open 10 
a.m. to 8 p.m. daily.

how much of the entitlement 
will be forthcoming this year. 

In any case, the remainder of 
the $1.4 million in previously 
anticipated reimbursements is 
lost to the town, and the school 
committee will tackle its ex- 
pense budget once more Tues- 
day night in an effort to ease 
the taxpayers new burden. 

The committee will take upa 
motion to defer some $75,000 of 
the maintenance budget, in the 
hopes that the cherry sheet cor- 
rections will be made before 
the maintenance items become 
necessary. 

Plant Engineer Al Hart said 
this week that he doesn’t feel 
the schools would be in “any 
great danger’”’ by deferring the 
expenses. 

While his figures were still in 
the working stages, he said he 
feels the utility budget can be 
cut quite a bit through conser- 
vation. 

He said a lot of major correc- 
tions and improvements have 
been made in the heating 
systems in just about every 
school, so they will be running 
much more efficiently ‘‘unless 
something unforeseen 
happens.”’ 

He also said that because of 
the new heating and air con- 
ditioning mechanic on board, 
the units will be more closely 
monitored than in the past. 

In addition, he said, he hopes 
to get a new energy conserva- 
tion program under way. 

Hart said he would go on 
record as saying they were go- 
ing to save. If they fell short, he 
Said, they would have to ask the 
town for more.
